BOMB EXPLODED AT

Windows Broken, but No One Hurt 
in Attempt to Wreck Chi- 
cago Man’s House.

CHICAGO, July 26.—An attempt to 
blow up the residence of Mont Tennes, 
operator of gambling schemes, was 
made last night by an unknown person 
who was armed with a steel-cased bomb.

Kansas City, Kan., Is. Trying 
to Buy the Grougd From 
Commission.

KANSAS CITY, Kan., July 26.—Three 
young women—Helen, Lyda and Ida 
Conley, descendants of the Wyandotte 


Indians~have stationed themselves in 
Huron Cemetery here, and, 
rifles, declare they will shoot the first 
persons dead who attempt to disturb 
the graves of their ancestors. 

The old Wyandotte burial! ground is 
in the very heart of this city. The last 
Congress authorized the sale of the 
cemetery, and the City Council recently 
negotiated for the purchase. Prepara- 
tions have made to remove the 
bodies to the Indian burial ground at 
Quindaro, about ten miles from 


here, as soon

as the transfer of the 


property can be legally made. 


Miss Lyda Conley, 
woman lawyer in the 
Indian descent, first 
the sale of the burial ground of her 
ancestors by injunction, but, tiring of 
tbe delay, she now has resorted to 
force of arms. 

H. B. Durant, chairman of the Gov- 
ernment commission which is negotiat- 
ing the sale, declared today that he will 
proceed with the bids. If the city gov- 
ernment does not make the purchase, 
he says, there are many real estate 
men who would like to buy the ground. 

“No one shall disturb the sacred bury- 
ing ground of my ancestors. Night and 
day I shal guard the graves of the 
Wyandottes, and not a single body shall 
be moved as long as my fingers can 
pull a trigger.”’ 

Body erect, chin high, her black eyes 
flashing the fire that comes from a 
warrior ancestry, Miss Lyda Conley, 

“I am a dead shot,” she exclaimed, 
stamping her dimjnutive French-heeled 
slippers again and agaig when the pro- 
saic aldermen smiled at her vehemence. 
“TI am a daughter of the Wyandottes, 
and the first man who tries to dese- 
crate the graves of my fathets will 
face a shot#tin. I am not afraid to 
shoot, and I will stand up for the 
honor of my people. 

“The white man made a treaty with 
the Wyandottes that the Huron Ceme- 
tery should be used as the tribal burial 
ground forever. Now that he has no 
one to fight for the, treaty, he would 
sell our sacred graves for money, and 
move the bodies no one knows where. 
I alone am left to protect the honor of 
my tribe, and I will do it, law or no 
law.”’ 

Miss Conley turned and left the coun- 
cil room before any of the aldermen 
could reply. After a short debate, the 
Council decided to appoint a committee 
to confer with the three commissioners 
authorized by the Department of the In- 
terior to sell the ground. 

“Oh, I guess it will be all right,” 
said plump Councilman Joseph Laugh- 
lin, after the meeting. ‘“‘You must al- 
ways make allowances for these hyster- 
ical women.,”’

It was al- 
ways a woman to come by divine inter- 
vention of the gods to the help of the 
tribes in time of trouble, and it was 
even a woman who was sent to show 
the Wyandottes the use of tobacco. 
Woman has been always more honored 
by my people than by any other of the 
tribes, for this reason.

Bank Refuses to Release Margin 
Deposit Because of the 











Until civil suits now pending in the 


Circuit Court are adjudicated the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce will continue 


to hold certificates of deposit aggre- 
gating $35,000 put up as margins. by 
the C. H. Albers Commission Co., as 
margins in grain deals in 1903. 

Five commission firms who claim the 
margins have been trying for four 
vears to colleet, but the funds have 
been tied up by suits and counter-suits. 
When margins are deposited it is the 
custom for banks to issue certificates 
in duplicate, and one party to a trans- 
action cannot collect unless the other 
party indorses the certificate. 

The Albers company has refused to 
indorse certificates for the amount held 
by the Bank of Commerce, on the 
ground that its loss of the money was 
caused by an illegal attempt to corner 
the market. 

Under the rules of the Merchants’ 
Exchange, if a member refuses to in- 
dorse a certificate, the president of the 
exchange may indorse it if the Board 
of Directors finds that the member is 
in error. 

President Plant has indorsed the 
claims against the Albers company, but 
the bank still refuses to pay. It says 
that if no IHitigation were pending it 
would abid@ by the rules of the ex- 
change, but that in this ease the courts 
have higher jurisdiction.

SAN ANTONIO, Tex., July 26.—Chap- 
lain T. J. Dickson of the Twenty-sixth 
Infantry shot one soldier in the neck 
and captured another while they were 
taking an ancient bronze cannon, a 
relic of Philippine service, from his 
front yard. 

Clyde Blakely. the wounded soldier, 
is at the post hospital, where sur- 
geons are probing for the bullet. His 
companion, Charles R. Fry, is in cus- 
tody. The shooting took place in front 
of Chaplain Dickson’s home. Aroused 
by a noise in his front yard, he armed 
himself and surprised the soldiers. They 
had rolled the ancient fleldplece te the 
roadway and then tied it to a wagon, 
intending to drag it away. 

Chaplain Dickson ordered the soldiers 
to hold up their hands, but Blakely fled 
across the parade ground. The parson 
followed, calling upon him to halt. 

“Stop or I'll shoot!” he shouted. 

‘“Shoot!’’ returned Blakely. The 
preacher fired, Blakely staggered, but 
Chaplain Dickson then _ re- 
turned to the wagon and marched Fry 
to the guardhouse. An hour hater he 
found Blakely bleeding profusely and 
escorted him to the post hospital. 

Private Blakely is a veteran soldier 
and the hero of one of the most famous 
deeds of daring recerded during the 
Phjlippine campaign. He is the soldier 
who single-handed captured the insur- 
gent capitol of Tarlac, and for his 
bravery he was awarded a medal of 
honor. 

Chaplain Dickson is known as the

As against Mr. Justice David J. Brewer of the 
United States Supreme Court, his “friend Folk” 
has made a point the pertinency and force of 
which Justice Brewer is bound by the evidence 
to acknowledge.

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GRADE CROSSING LEGISLATION. 

The bill pending in the House of Delegates to 
compel railroads to bring their trains to a full stop 
at grade crossings within the city is a step in the 
right direction. The grade crossing question needs 
heroic treatment. The municipal government has 
ample power in the interest of public safety to 
prescribe precisely how railroads shall run their 
trains in the city. We believe it has power to 
compel the railroads to run under or over thor- 
oughfares; but in the absence of a disposition on 
the part of the railroads to co-operate in protect- 
ing human life and limb, the best thing the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly can do is to place restrictions 
upon trains which will protect the public and in- 
duce the railroads to take a sengible view of the 
matter. 

The municipal authorities and the railroads 
ought to work together for the general welfare. 
The railroad managers ought to realize the neces- 
sity of protecting the lives and limbs of citizens 
by abolishing the grade crossings;, and if the 
railroad managers refuse to do what is right, all 
that is left to the city is to resort to all of its 
powers to compel them to conform to conditions 
necessary to secure public safety.

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FREEDOM AND ET CETERAS. 

According to a bulletin of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, issued this week, imports 
from France show an increase of about $21,000,000 
this year over last, “the gain occurring chiefly in 
silks, laces, diamonds, kid gloves and other man- 
ufactured articles.” 

The purpose of the bulletin is to show increases 
in imports, suggesting that the tariff does not 
close the American market as a field for exploita- 
tion by trusts. In support of the implied claim 
that trade has a large measure of freedom under 
the highest tariff in the world, the Department of 
Commerce and Labor alleges an increase of more 
than $200,000,000 in total imports for 1907 over 
1906. 

What this kind of freedom of trade means is 
illustrated in the official statement of the mean- 
ing of the gain in “free trade’ with France. The 
increase in freedom as officially defined above 
was “chiefly in silks, laces, diamonds, kid gloves,” 
with et ceteras. 

This explains the increase generally, except as 
items of raw or only partly manufactured material 
used by the great trusts appear in it. Adding the 
tariff rate on these to the domestic prices of their 
own products, they still realize the monopoly 
profits which in a market closed for trade in 
the necessaries of life, makes trade freer in 
“silks, laces, kid gloves, diamonds,” et cetera. 

In this report, everything which belongs to the 
common life of the people appears in the et cetera 
class after imported luxuries, which figure in the 
current reports of life at Newport and other cen- 
ters of prodigality, in expenses of luxurious dis- 
play never oxceeded in the life of any other 
country in its worst ages of corruption. 

And this, with its et ceteras, is the record of in- 
creasing freedom of trade for the fiscal year 1907.

GEORGE COLLET’S INTERVENTION. 

In so far as they are human, book agents ought 
not to be foreign to our sympathies. This applies 
even to school book agents. As a general thing it 
is unsympathetic and it may be inhuman to chase 
them. 

This exception must be saved when we are asked 
by telegraph from Macon, Mo., to admire and 
to applaud Prof. W. E. Moss when, as chairman 
of the Text Book Committee, he is shown rising 
before breakfast and seizing a chair to chase a 
text book agent, not only over the fence, but 
also beyond until nothing but the intervention of 
George Collet prevented the chair from being 
seriously damaged in a final attempt to settle 
the text book question as it were, ex cathedra. 

If this is a corréct report of official action by 
Prof. Moss (which need not be taken for granted 
until he confirms it) there must be something to 
explain it. Prof. Moss is not naturally desperate. 
Unless the text book offered for introduction were 
actually worse than the worst of those already 
imposed on Missouri children, such a man as he 
is would not suddenly grow homicidal. 

On the face of the report we must suppose that 
the unimaginable has happened either in text 
books or in Prof. Moss. Or else we must find out 
more about Goerge Collet and how far he is re- 
sponsible for the whole story as an incident of 
his own version of his heroigm in preventing the 
death or serious injury of the book agent. 

Perhaps Mr. Collet has himself been visited by 
book agents.

At the conclusion of every session Handy waited outside for Heney and, 
with his friends about him, muttered insulting things. One day he threatened 
the Judge himself in the street; but he didn’t shoot. His fixed idea was not to 
shoot Heney first, but to incite him to draw his gun. Then the doctor said he 
would take the weapon away and ki'!l him in “self-defense.” ‘I'll kill the — 
with his own gun,’’ was the way he put it. 

With MecClarty to attend him at «ourt, Handy hired one Hank Hewitt, an- 
other gun fighter who had killed several men, to drive about with him in his 
buggy and “hold his horse.’”’ Thus supported, he studied the habits of Heney. 
He knew when and where he went for his meals, and on business and evyen- 
ings, and everywhere Heney went there Handy met him. And always Handy 
insulted him. He would drive along the street and, to Heney on the sidewalk, 
call out epithets, “fighting names.’”’ ‘One name that he called me every day I 
had never in my life permitted any man to call me,’’ Heney says. “I took it 
then; I took it every day.”’ 

Finally, under extraordinary conditions which Mr. Steffens graphically de- 
scribes, Heney shot Handy. 

“As Heney and his-clerk left their office at noon, Handy appeared walk- 
ing down the cpposite side of the street. ‘Hola up,’ said Heney to his 
clerk, ‘there’s Handy. Let’s stand here and talk.’ Handy crossed the 
street and brushed past Heney’s back, jostled him, stopped and called him 
that same old fighting’ name. Heney turned, and as he did 
hit him in the face, seized him by the throat and jammed him 
against the wall. Heney reached for his gun. but he did not draw it; he saw 
Handy look down, watching for it. Remembering what Handy had said so 
often about killing him with his own gun. Heney showed both his hands, 
unarmed, and then, feeling Handy’s grip relax on his throat, he ducked, 
ran backward out into the _ street and drew Handy, following him, 
put his hand back for his own gun, but he stuck to his fixed idea; he 
jumped at Heney and grabbed his revolver with both hands. And just 
clutched it, Heney fired.

The following is the solution to the 
“egg'’ problem proposed to the Post-

Prosser wants the 
Sunnyside Canal extended to that coun- 
try, as designed In the original plans of 
the project, and Toppenish desires the 
lands of the reservation supplied with 
water by the Government. Mr. Garficld 
was noncommittal in his reply. 

The experience which appeared to in- 
terest Mr. Garfield most in the trip was 
a heart-to-heart talk with J. O. Shad- 
bolt, an experienced orchardist in far- 
ker. Shadbolt has 37 acres of fruit trees, 
loaded down with fruit estimated to 
yield a net profit of $209000 this year. Ha 
paid $18,000 for the orchard two years 
ago, and his first harvest ‘ast year 
gave him a profit, of $12,400. Mr. G-aur- 
field was greatly impressed with these 
facts.

Glenn signed the measure 
and it became one of the statutes of 
North Carolina, effective July 1 

The railread did not wait for this 
date to arrive, but'in May made appli- 
cation before Federal Judge Pritchard 
for an injunction to prevent the enforce- 
ment of the newly enacted law. 

Judge Pritchard issued an order stay- 
ing the hand of the State authorities 
until such time as he could determine 
the truth of the contention of the rail-

road that the new rate wos so low as 


to deprive it of any return on its proper- 
ty, and therefore was confiscatory and 
Violative of the fourteenth amendment 
of the Federal Constitution. 

The injunction was a blanket affair in 
feneral terms restraining all persons, 
and specificaliy including the State of-

The Southern Railway, which owns 
Piet of dollars’ worth of property 
in the State and is the most prominent 
railroad traversing it, opposed the 
measure with all its power, and, failing 
to have it defeated, refused to comply 
with its conditions. 

This railroad persisted in charging 3 
cents a mile, its former rate, after the 
new law had gone into effect. State 
officers took immediate cognizance of 
the statute's infraction and prosecuted 
employes of the Southern Railway. 

Several agents and other emploves 
were indicted, arrested and found guilty. 
A State magistrate sentenced two to 
terms of imprisonment with the ‘‘chain- 
gang’ and others were held in confine- 
ment on their refusal to furnish bail 
stipulated by the Court. The railroad 
company itself was fined $30,000 in an- 
other case. 

The Federal Judge immediately §re- 
eased two ticket sellers on habeas cor- 
pus proceedings, and threatened to im- 
prison State Judge Reynolds for con- 
tempt. 

Gov. Glenn immediately declared 
that notwithstanding the United 
States Court's action, State officers 
would continue to prosecute offend- 
ors againstthe new railroad law, and 
he directed State officers to proceed 
with their duty, as he saw it. He or- 
dered an appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Judge Pritchard made threats from 
the bench against the various of- 
ficials, and the fear was expressed 
tnat the Governor and other State 
officials would be punished for con- 
tempt if they dared work in oppo- 
sition to his ruling.

Glenn and Assistant 
United States District Attorney-General 
Edward T. Sanford, sent here by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to try to avert further 
clashing between the Federal and State 
courts over the railroad rate cases, have 
failed to settle the troubled waters. 

The Governor asserts he has no power 
to enter into an argreement to Suspend 
the operations of the rate act, effective 
July 1, and has so wired Judge Pritch- 
ard, the Southern Railroad and the De- 
partment of Justice at Washington. 
Gov. Glenn has stoutly maintained his 
belief in the righteousness of his po- 
sition by instructing the State Superior 
Court judges to “bring thea attention 
of grand juries to the provisions of the 
new law, instructing them that it is 
their duty to make presentments in all 
cases of alleged violations of the law.”
